War and Substitutes 
Some may grumble over the rationing avd 
priorities program, but think what conyeniences 
are being furnished the average consumer in 
America today despite the demad for rubber 
and certain metals for war purposes. 


Ice cube trays are now of paper composi- 
tion. Wood flour is taking the place of cork 
in linoleum, while wool-rayon combinations or 
wool from South America is replacing the do- 
mestic wool in our rugs. Door knobs, switch 
plates, trim and the like today are plastic 
instead of brass. 

Some engineers assert that when automo- 
biles are again in production, plastics will re- 
place steel in the frame. For instance, it is con- 
templated that the wifidshields be set in heavy 
glass materials so the driver will have a fully 
unobstructed view. Auto tops may be made of 
glass, achieving a sky-view for every occupant. 


But it is not necessary to look ahead to see 
the new developments. Look about your home, 
The agitators in the washing machine are bake- 
lite, plastic or ename' instead of aluminum, 
Utility cabinets are of wood instead of steel. 
Glass, enamel, and ceramic material are replac- 
ing aluminum, steel, copper and tin in pots and 
pans. The toaster may be glass or enamel 
instead of steel, aluminum or nickel. The oven 
vent in electric ranges may have substituted 
porcelain for zinc, while the trim is now of 
plastic instead of chrome and the cooker pail 
is of porcelain enamel instead of aluminum. 

Glass cans are replacing tin cans, while 
in other cases tin cans have been produced 
with thinner coats of tin. Milk is coming in 
paper containers. The lining of bottle*tops is 
likely to be of paper and other coated mate- 
rials which have replaced the usual cork. 


Tin foil on cigarets and other packages and 
tubes has been eliminated or replaced b} waxed 
paper and other paper composition pakkages, 
or by glass. 


These are but a few of the substitutes we 
already are experiencing. In a few months hun- 
dreds of other articles will reflect this substi- 
tution. 


The encouraging thing about it all is that 
we are not especially put out by the concen- 
tration of certain materials of war. The:substi- 
tutes work very well. Instead of closing shop 
on us, industrial engineers are supplying most 
of our needs with acceptable substitutes.

CALLING THE FACTS He has called too manv facts on had 
unionism for them to be anything 
but angry, yet the facts are he is doing them a‘good turn. Unions 
have expanded so fast that the men who have spent their lives 
In union activity and who have a clear sense of responsibility and 
duty, find themselves in the minority. There were, all of a sudden, 
so many vast, new unions in which about all the thinking is con- 
cerned with raises and no thinking at all about the employer or 
the public welfare, that unionism generally was in need of someone 
to make it come to attention. Then, too, there were unions in 
which the rank and file were like sheep. Most of these were in 
the building trades. There had been no elections in as many as 
20 and 30 years. There were criminals and racketeers in charge 
who handled the men for their own selfish gains. Blackmail and 
shake-downs of all kinds were frequent. So were strikes and. more 
often than not, especially in the larger metropolitan areas, the 
men never knew why they were on strike. 

Certainly it cannot be*argued that Mr. Pegler did not do union- 
ism and the men in unions a favor when he called attention to 
this situation. He did not merely call attention to it, he named 
names and he supplied the information which sent several very 
sluny persons to jail. 

Union members in this country have been victimized hv their 
business agents. There have been crooked deals in which the 
agents got much gravy. 

It is more difficult to do that now that Pegler has put a finger 
on that spot. 

Maybe he does, as they say, get off on the wrong foot at times. 
Maybe, as they charge, he plays the same record too often. Maybe, 
as they charge, he is unfair and tars all with the same brush 
regardless of guilt or complicity. 

The point is that he comes out swinging and when he hag 
knocked down as many crooks as he has—Willie” Bioff, George 
Browne, George Scalise and others—one can’t say his punches all 
are wild, 

The point is, if the labor people would think of it, is that they, 
of all people, don’t want to shut up a critic. If this country gets 
around to the point where it is Fascist enough to close down on a 
critic, how long would the labor unions last? How long would 
newspapers generally last? If they ever gag Pegler they also 
provide the gag to gag anyone who has an opinion, in a labor 
union, on a magazine, newspaper or radio station.

In Fire Bomb 
I ighting U reed 


Pour Steady Stream of 
Water on Incendiaries, 
OCD Advises. 


Two radical changes in the pro- 


‘cedure for dealing with fire bombs 


were recommended yesterday by 


‘the Office of Civilian Defense. 


Spout a steady stream of water 
on the bomb instead of a spray as 
originally recommended, . advised 


Major Alan MacDonell, OCD con- 
sultant for Georgia. 

Also, douse the bomb as soon as 
it falls instead of waiting to see 
if an explosive charge will go off. 

Civilian Defense workers were 
warned at first to avowi striking a 
fire bomb with a steady stream of 
water, since that would cause it to 
explode. They also were caution 
ed not to go near an incendiary 
bomb that had just fallen. 

However, the new instructions 
are “the results of extensive re- 
search by technicians of OCD and 
the Chemical Warfare Service of 
the Army,’ Major MacDonell 
said. 7 

“The fire it starts is actually 
more dangerous than the fire 
bomb,” he explained. “A _ steady 
stream of water will put a bomb 
out of action within a minute, so 
that other incendiaries can be at- 
tacked before they start a serious 
ire, 

“In the event of a raid, we 
would save more lives.and prop 


‘erty by using the new methods.” 


Six points Major MacDonell 
urged Atlantans to remember: 

Bring your fire fighting equip- 
ment to the scene at once: 

Shoot a stream of water at the 
bomb without delay. 

Use your hose quickly to put out 
any fire started by the bomb. 

Be sure the fire is out before 
you leave. 

Use a’ coarse spray only where 
scattering of metal must be 
avoided. 

Use sand only if bomb falls 
where it is not likely to start a 
fire, or if water is not available.

NEW YORK, Wednesday.—I left Asheville, N. C., yesterday 
afternoon, after a very interesting and pleasant visit to the Inter- 
national Student Service Summer Institute there. Asheville Col- 
lege, which has housed the institute, was started 
about 50 years ‘ago by the Rev. Mr. Pease, 
who founded the Five-Point Mission in New 
York City. When he retired he bought a farm 
near Asheville and shortly thereafter he and his 
wife took in five mountain girls, to help them 
obtain an education. 

From that little beginning grew Asheville 
Normal Teachers’ College, which was a de- 
nominational college, largely supported by 
church funds, up to a very short time ago. 
Most of its students come from a radius of a 
hundred miles around Asheville and belong to 
the proverbially large families of mountaineer 
farmers. The curriculum, therefore, has been arranged chiefly to 
meet their needs—-home-making, handcrafts, a business course, and 
courses which would prepare them to teach in the country schools. 
These have been, the things which these young people wanted and 
have had. They look like a bright and intelligent group, and not 
very different from the youngsters in our institute.
